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morphine and atropine is recommended by the author, Paroxysmal dyspnoea 
is the symptom that specially indicates tho use ol morphine, and such 
dyspnoea is often found to be associated with considerable arterial tension. 
At flrst nitrites and alcohol givo relief, but later recourse must be had to mor* 
pliine and atropine. As conditions that milttato against the use of morpldno, 
much accumulation of bronchial secretion is a stronger contraindication 
than kidney disc&so. Indeed, somo cases of heart falluro in Bright's discaso 
derlvo great benefit from its use, and stand fairly large doses; hut tho first 
doso should always be small; one must feel one's way to the dose that brings 
relief without risk. Ono thing is essential for the practitioner who treats 
heart disease: it is that ho should nevor know when ho is beaten whilo his 
patient Is alive. When his patient is dead ho should at least havo the con* 
flotation of having fought a good fight on his behalf .—Quarterly Medical 
Journal, 1901, vol. ix., p. 347. 
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Surgical Treatment of Cancer of tho Ovary.— Ester and PuEfiCit {Revue 
de Qyn. el de Chir. Abdom , 1900, No. 0) from a study of 372 cases draw tho 
following conclusions: 1. Tho immediate mortality of abdominal section for 
this condition is not so great as to furnish an argument against surgical 
intervention, being about 21.3 per cent. 2. Though recurrenco of tho dis* 
case occurs In 69 per cent., it is not greater than after extirpation of tho 
cancerous uterus. The number of cases in which a permanent cure is 
obtained certainly justifies an operation, without which a fatal termination 
is inevitable. 3. Whilo operation is entirely justifiable, It Is not proper to 
operato In all cases. Tho cancerous ovary should only be removed when on 
opening tho abdomen it Is found that neighboring organs aro Involved, or 
metastatic foci are discovered, or even when tho poor genoral condition of 
tho patient lends to tho inference that tho disease has become disseminated. 

Ourottement and Drainage of tho Uterus for Salpingitis.— Bbausrrnat 
and Blum {Revue de Qyn. d de Chir. Abdom., 1900, No. C) bring up tho old 
question of tho value of Intra-uterlno treatment in certain affections of the 
lubes, which they affirm was originally proposed by Walton In 1887. 
Twenty cases arc reported In detail in which endometritis was associated 
with salpingitis. Thoy found that catarrhal salpingitis*, either single or 
double, was cured by cureltcmcnt and prolonged dralnngo; thickened, dis¬ 
torted tubes were reduced in stae,and favorable results were noted, oven in 
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(ho case of old pus-luliw. Caws with scute symptoms are, of course, excluded. 
The rationale of the treatment, according to (ho writon, Is that in conse¬ 
quence of the dilatation, the uterus becomes softer and the uterine opening 
of the tube leas contracted j by curclienient the hypertrophied endometrium, 
which is the cause of tubal disease, is remored j and by prolonged drainage 
the uterine canal Is kept patent, so as to allow exit of the sccrotlons from tlio 
uterus and tube, 

|It Is rather interesting to observe a revival of the theory of tubal drain¬ 
age, which has been so strongly opposed on anatomical grounds. Without 
questioning tlio valuo of curettcmcnt In these cases, we have never been con¬ 
vinced that tlio operation actually reopens an occluded tube.—K d.] 

Anatomy of the Round Ligament.— Sbli.iif.iu (Ihitrigi tur 0>b. uml 
Oyn., Itaiut tv., Heft 2), from careful dissections In tho cadaver, notes several 
points of practical interest in connection with Alexander’s operation. Ho 
was always able to find the ligament at Ihe external ring. Both tho inass 
of fat (mentioned by Imlach) sod tho norvo are uncertain guides. Within 
the canal, especially at tho middle third, tlio cord Is attached tosurroundlng 
tissues by fibres of muscular and connective tissue. 

Tim writer regards an open canal of Muck as a rare condition. Ho never 
found It in any of Ids subjects. Tho llgamentr me longer in nullipara) and 
thicker in niulliparic. In tho latter a process o' peritoneum Is often carried 
into tiro canal; less frequently tho cord may bo cleft. Both of these condi¬ 
tions result from the process of involution following childbirth. 

To exposo tlio ring ho recommends an incision, two inches long, begin¬ 
ning about half an inch Insldo of the pubic spine, and insists on blunt dis¬ 
section after Incising the skin and superficial fascia. NO attempt should lie 
made to pick out tho tissuo at the external ring, for fear of dividing some of 
tho fibres of tho ligament. It is not necessary to open the canal. 

Retroversion without Symptoms.— K. Sciirokokr (ZeiUehtf! far Otb. 
iro.f Gya.j Band xliii., Heft 3) examined HI patients, with the view of 
determining how many with rctrodlsplacoment presented no symptoms refer¬ 
able to the condition. His conclusions are that the normal position of tho 
uterus is anteflexion. In 23 per cent, of his cases rotrodisplaccmcnt was 
present without giving rise to any painful symptoms, retroflexion being only 
half as frequent as retroversion i henco the Inference that rctrovcrslo flexio 
is a common condition requiring no treatment in Itself. 

Tetanus following Vaginal Fixation.— Menzbr (ZeiUehriflfir Otb. unit 
flyn , Band xllv., Iieft 3) reports a case of tetanus which developed on the 
eighth day after a strictly aseptic operation, witli afebrile convalescence, 
and terminated fatally threo days later. Tho wound presented an unhealthy 
discoloration and secreted a brownish pus, which, injcctod into mice, pro¬ 
duced typical phenomena of tetanus in a few hours. No tetanus bacilli 
could bo isolated. Injections of antltetsnus serum and salt sofution were 
used without benefit. The result of (he autopsy was negative. There was 
no ovidcnco of inflammation in or around the vaginal wound. The writer 
was unable to explain the source of Infection unless on the theory that the
